London, Colonel Commandant General Sir Michael Wilks. 


General Wilks Captain Commanding, Sheriffs, Gentlemen of two Honorable 


Artillery Companies, both Ancient! Your Captain Commanding 
and I have come to a decision here that I should now respond to 
this Toast after a brief discussion about this issue. I will have 
spoken to you twice before. This will be my third time. 1 
wasn't able, I felt, at lunchtime today to give full force to my 
oratory, and so I have gone to some trouble to prepare a long 
speech for this evening.

I have to say on behalf of all of us here this evening, on The 
Honorable Artillery aside, (and here I include the gentlemen of 
the band: very nice to have you here gentlemen and playing so 
well). What an enormous privilege it is to be here tonight, not 
only, as John says , to renew friendships but to remake 
friendships which go down over many years. 


For us in the Honorable Artillery Company it has been a great 
delight to have you over here. As I mentioned earlier on we 
have had several small deputations, but as I was saying to Paul 
earlier “it is only when we have at least 100 or more of you over 
here that we can sense the full spirit of all that you are about”. 


Certainly as far as we are concerned, we are great followers of 
the voluntary spirit and I know that carried through to your 
National Guard. It also carried through to our Active Unit 
enshrining those same principles not always understood. I 
remember that President Tito, when at the end of the war in 
1946, he was barged up the river that you see below us to the 
Tower of London and there formed up were members of the 
armed forces who had fought through the war with the 
Yugoslavians, including men and women. Women formed up 
were part of the voluntary services. In those days, those of you 
who remember them, some of you may indeed have married 
them, you remember the heave serge uniforms, the thick lisle 
stockings and the hats pulled down over their heads.

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THE JUNE DAY SERMON 
Delivered By Chaplain, Brigadier General, Robert M. Durkee 


St. Paul’s Cathedral, Boston 
at the Memorial Service 


of The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 


June 2, 1997 


The One Hundredth Anniversary of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company’s first visit to London, to meet with the Honourable Artillery Company of that 
city, was marked by enormous success. 


Led by Captain Commanding Paul J. Mahoney and his competent staff, the 
reunion of these two oldest military companies in the Western Hemisphere was in itself an 
historic event. Three genrations will pass before that occasion will arise again. During that 
time, the Roll Call of festivities, together with this June Day observance, will become the 
legends of military historians. It pleases the Boston Company no small measure to be 
Joined today with 150 members of the London Company. Welcome! 


For personal reasons, I was not able to present for the 359th Fall Field Tour of 
Duty. If I had been, I knew in advance what alone would have been the memorable 
experience of that journey. But before I name that moment, I want to quote two passages 
from Scripture that shall be the compass of this Memorial Sermon. 


The first, from the Book of Isaiah: “and they shall beat their swords into 


Plowshares...nation shall not lift up sword against nation, neither shall they learn war any 
more”, 


; And the second, from the Gospel of St. Matthew: “Blessed are the peacemakers, 
for they shall be called the sons of God”. 


Then, I want to add this observation. Actually, these are not my words, but those 
of Pope John Paul II. Speaking at a Vatican Assembly, he noted that as we approach a new 
millennium, (and I quote:) “The 20th Century, with all of its wars, has seen the most 
carnage of any century in history!” 


One reason for that terrible carnage is quite simply, because of the ways we have 


waged war in the past hundred years. What was once a mortal struggle between the 
Knights of Valor, has become the hurling of shells in the air and now high-tech warfare. 
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The First World War is now viewed by historians as “the last days of innocence”. 
Compared with the millions of lives lost in this century, the cost of American lives in that 
war was just 75,000. Yet, in the trenches of the Rhineland, with artillery, gas, machine guns 
and mines, all in the mixture of mud and disease, there was little romance in battle. Then, 
The War to End All Wars came to an incomplete conclusion, along uncertain boundaries. 
These would be no League of Nations. and no heroes’ benefits for the troops once home. 


Soon, another even more encompassing world war would be embarked upon. 
Death became even more impersonal, not in hand-to-hand combat, but in cruel destruction 
released from the air. There was a new concept of battle - the concept of bombing whole 
cities to destroy civilian moral, hence, the slaughter of non-combatants. 


From the Holocaust to Hiroshima, war in the 20th Century took on a dimension of 
Apocalypse undreamed of prior to our Modern Age. 


But let’s go back to the place I would most liked to have been present in this past 
Field Tour. 


It is the Belleau Church in France. During the Battle of Belleau Woods in 1918, 
the building was destroyed. Now rebuilt, the church has within its walls the names of the 
2,600 men who died in that campaign in the First World War. It now bears the title of the 
26th Division Memorial Church. On the 359th Tour of Duty, Captain Commanding 
Mahoney presented a check for $10,000 to help restore and maintain that memorial. 


I would like to have been present, to see the entire town turn out for that 
celebration. 


As a former member of the 26th Infantry Division, | would like to have been 
present to honor our fallen comrades. 


But, most of all, | would like to have been there for my father. My father served 
with the 26th Diviskon in France during that compaign. 


My father was proud to be a veteran. He talked to his son about being in a “war 
that would end all wars”. 


When my father came to my grade school on Armistice Day, wearing his 
American Legion uniform, standing on the stage with other veterans, some of whom were 
disabled, I was proud of him. When I marched in the parade on Memorial Day, with the 
Drum and Bugle Corps, 1 witnessed the many white crosses at our local cemetery, each 
carefully decorated by the Girl Scouts. For a time, the Age of Innocence lived on. 
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But not so in Europe and the Far East. The winds of war were blowing. Behind 
closed doors, Cabinet officers and military staff were designing greater conquests. The 
storm broke with lightning and thunder in 1939 and 1941. The world was to be visited by 
an even greater devastation than ever before. This time, there would be 20 million military 
casualties worldwide, and including civilians, a loss of 70 million lives. 


When the lights went on again all over the world it was even more fervently hoped 
that swords could now be forged into the tools of peace. This time, the peacemakers did 
see the establishment of a United Nations. But again, dreams faded when the cost of 
peacekeeping exceeded 53,000 American lives in Korea, and the world embarked upon 
another kind of war, the Cold War, as it was called by Winston Churchill. 


One military historian has observed that the First World War was a Gentlemen’s 
War (until the hemorrahaging of the trenches.) The Second World War was Everybody's 
War, the Korean War was the Forgotten War and the War in Vietnam was Nobody's War. 


Again, let us remember the plea of Pope John Paul II, that all war must end with 
the approaching of anew millennium. 


In my own personal recollections, I look back upon a lifetime that underscores 
that plea. 


In 1945, after being in combat at Okinawa for many weeks (that turned into 
months), our ship was dispatched to Manila. There, we picked up the 54th Evacuation 
Hospital to transport them to Wakayama, Japan. They were to assist the American 
Prisoners of War, Before returningto the Philippines, we docked at the Japanese Naval 
Base at Kobe. There in a drydock the size of a football field, were dozens of 2-man 
Kamikaze subs. As we stood there, an old Japanese civilian approached us. His expression 
was somber, He spoke carefully in English. His words were a tragic lament of a fallen 
empire. He said, “It never should have happened!” 


; In 1950, I traveled through Europe en route to work in a Children’s Refugee Camp 
in France, Walking through the East side of London, I met a veteran from the English 
forces about my age. He was a paratrooper. I still have a picture of him in a scrapbook at 
home. As we walked near St. Paul’s Cathedral, he showed me the destruction from the \- 
Bombs. I still remember words, “Yes, we survived the bombing, but at what price?” 


That same year, | first visited the Nazi Concentration Camp at Dachau. I have 
returned there several times since then, once with my wife when we were stationed in 
Europe, and once with the Ancients under the leadership of Captain DeMatteo. But I will 
never forget my initial visit. The facilities had not been altered since the emancipation of 
the prisoners. Outside one of the gas ovens, on a concrete slab, was a pile of ashes as tall] 
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as myself. A sign in several languages read, “Here lie the remains of thousands of persons. 
Do not disturb”. On one of the ovens, someone had hand-painted the words, “Jamais 
Encore” - Never Again. - - - The words coined by Pope Paul VI to the United Nations. 


There are many of you sitting here today who could add to these personal 
recollections...stories of tragic family consequences, stories of innocent women and 
children brutalized by invading forces, lives that were lost or sacrificed. 


Is it too much to review the carnage of this past century? Yes! Of course! The 
inhumanities of man visited upon his fellow creatures is a scandal that cries out to Heaven. 
Itis too much! God Himself is outraged! Christ weeps! Mary suffers what only a mother, 
in the deepest recess of the heart, knows as pain. Indeed, the very dead rise up in a mighty 
chorus to plead with all humanity, PEACE] 


Peace be with you. Learn to live in Peace with one another. Teach others it is not 
too late to turn swords into plowshares. Use technology to help feed the world, not to 
destroy. Use your capital resources not on munitions, but on managed care of the elderly. 
Build houses, not hangers. Let propaganda be turned into pulpits of truth. Break down the 
wall of prejudice to reach out to others, next door, and a half world away. 


The Lord says, use my name to make Peace, never to persecute the weak and 
lowly. For our children and our children’s children, we ask, “What will the new 
millennium hold? Will it be free from the carnage of the past? 


The wise prophet answers, “It will be like a small bird you hold in your hand. Is 
it alive or dead? You have the power to decide”, The prophet says, “It will be as the boy 
who holds his finger in the dike to prevent the flooding of his town. His solitary action 
made the difference’. It will be similar to the German businessman, Schindler, who grew 
to understand what it meant to protect his brothers and sisters, rather than exploit them. 


Jesus said to a friend, “Put your sword back in place. Do you not think I cannot 
appeal to my Father?” 


It will be as with the International Relief worker who returns to Rwanda to help 
with the refugees there. 


It will be as with the Protestant and Catholic neighbors in Northern Ireland, who 
meet together in a parish hall to put down the Troubles, and seek the Peace. 


It will be as with the Palestinian and Jewish homeowners who sit down for coffee 
and talk about restoring trust in their community. 
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How do we face the new millennium? The questions itself begs that we have 
learned our lessons from the carnage of the past. Having turned our backs to war, we are 
called to a new vision, a world of trust and reconciliation. We are called to look up! There 


will be signs in the sun and the moon and the stars. The universe is not a place of chaos, but THREE HUNDRED AND FIFTY-NINTH ANNIVERSARY 
of harmony. We are not born to darkness, but to light. We are called from being creatures 
of fear to a people of faith. * P| 7

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General Richard Neal. General Neal is a native of the Boston area from Hull, 
Massachusetts. (Cheering) That's a plus. He’s a graduate of Northeastern University. 
(Cheering) Not bad, not bad. His outstanding military record with the United States 
Marine Corps includes two assignments in Vietnam, where he served as Commanding 
Officer of the Second 155th Howitzer Battery, rose through the ranks and graduated from 
the National War College in Washington, D.C. (Cheering) 


With his promotion to Brigadier General in 1990 he was assigned as Deputy for 
Operations, Desert Storn. Then he rose through General officer ranks and received his 
fourth star last year.

He holds a Defense Service Medal, Silver Star with Gold Star, Bronze Star Medal, 
Purple Heart, Navy Commendation Medal, and Navy Achievement Medal, as well as other 
decorations.

GENERAL NEAL: 
Thank you very much. That's great. 


I would like to propose a toast to two gentlemen, and we are honored by their 
presence, Mr. Charlie MacGillivary and Mr. Tom Hudner, both Congressional Medal of 
Honor winners. 


ALL: | Hear, hear. 


GENERAL NEAL: ; 
Thank you very much. I’ m very grateful to be here. | hope you can hear me. If, 
not, that means you are too noisy, so keep quiet for a minute. 
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We'll get back to the toasting in a second, but I wanted to take this opportunity to 
tell you how honored I am to be in your presence. I don’t understand your rank, I don’t 
understand the accoutrements you wear, I don’t understand what you do for a living, nor do 
Treally care. (Laughter) But because you are from Boston, my home town, I’m glad to be 
here and I’m proud to be here. Thank you very much. 


You know, there were a couple to oldtimers who were sitting on a porch, rocking 
back and forth. One was a member of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company from 
Massachusetts and one was from the Honourable Artillery Company from London. And as 
they rocked together, they used to swap stories about who was more import, who was the 
oldest institution, and we’ll address that in a second. 


But they talked about it incessantly, and this was what really helped the days go by 
and really kept them as young as 80 and 90-year-olds can be young. And the fellow from 
Britain, the one from the Honourable Artillery Company, used to always talk about Breed’s 
Hill and Bunker Hill and, “Oh, yeah, you guys didn’t shoot until you saw the whites of their 
eyes, but what the hell, we still won, and don’t you recall the artillery took off when the 
fighting got really hot,” and they didn’t let us forget it. 


Well, this other guy, he said, “You know, that’s fine, and you can tell that, but let’s 
talk about a guy name Henry Knox.” Henry Knox was from was commissioned at 26 years 
of age as Chief of Artillery by George Washington, no less. And Henry Knox was quite an 
artilleryman to boot. 


And when the colonists said, “We’ ve got to kick these British out of Boston, and 
we have to throw them out of this country for good and for all time’s said, * he said, “The 


only way we can do itis to get more artillery.” And you artillerymen, of course, understand 
that. 


; And so Henry Knox said, “The only place we can get artillery from is Fort 
Ticonderoga, “which Benedict Arnold had captured some months before. It you know 
where Fort Ticonderoga is, and you take your map and you think about it, that’s a long way 
from Boston. But Henry Knox said, “We can go and do it, and we can do it with a fare-thee- 
well. So Henry Knox went out with his men, and he went — it was wintertime, and he went 
over to Fort Ticonderoga in N ew York. And he picked up 59 weapons, and he dragged 
those weapons across the Hudson four times, across the Berkshire Mountains, a total of 300 
plus miles, and he brought those weapons in 50 days to the city of Boston for the colonists 
to use. And it was those weapons and a fortuitous storm that drove General Howe and his 
9.000 troops and all those Tories that had turned against us out of Boston for good and 
forever, except for the ones we’ ve welcomed back. 


(Laughter and applause) 
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about these two stories, 
about Henry Knox, and they talked about Breed’s Hill or Bunker Hill, the name it was given 
in history, and they talked and swapped lies day in and day out. And one day one of them 
said to the other, they said. “You know, this is such an enjoyable life. 1 wonder what will 
happen when we die. I wonder if there is the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company in 
heaven.” And the other fellow said, “I wonder if there is the Honourable Artillery Company 
inheaven. We're going to have to look into this. Let’s make a pact: Whoever gets up there 
first will somehow get a message back to the other so we'll know.”

Well, those two old fellows were rocking and talking 


Don’t you know, the fellow from Britain died. He was a little bit older, as the 
Honourable Artillery Company is a little bit older than the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company. 


So he went to heaven, and the poor old fellow left behind from the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, he was rocking on his porch, lamenting the loss of his good 
friend and wondering if in fact he would ever come back and tell him about what heaven 
was like. 


And don’t you know, about a day later, he gets word. He hears, “Hey. Henry.” He 
looks around, doesn’t see a soul. “Hey, Henry,” He looks around again, and finally he 
realizes it’s this guy up in heaven. 


The voice says, “It's me. Its me, John. I'm up in heaven.” He said, “I’ve got 
some good news and some bad news. The good news is, they've got an Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company up here and they’ ve got an Honourable Artillery Company 
up here from London. So we are both here together. We are having a big ball tomorrow 
night.” 


His friend says, “That's the good news. What's the bad news?” He says, “Well, 
sir, you are the guest speaker.” 


(Laughter and applause) 


Well, I?m not sure if I’ve died and gone to heaven, but here I am and I’m the guest 
speaker, whether you like it or not. 


There are really several reasons that I'm here, and I'm happy about being here. 
The first reason is, I’m from Hull, Hull, Massachusetts, right down the shore here. And 
there’s a Hull, England, a namesake, back in, we'll call it, the Old World. And my 
grandfather — most people don’t know — my grandfather was a sea captain from England, 
a British citizen. He married my grandmother and they had five great sons, one of which 
was my dad. So I’ve got a great lineage and linkage back to the Old World and back to 
England. 
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And so we welcome you, and I welcome you not only back to the Colonies, which 
we are very proud of, but I welcome you as a great grandson from the colonies. My home 
was in Shropshire. 


The second reason I’m real proud about being here and being invited here is, I’m 
an artilleryman, and for artillerymen out there, they are second to none, as far as being an 
artilleryman. (Applause) 


For you that are artillerymen, you will know about St. Barbara and the Order of St. 
Barbara. I have my medal on tonight. I don’t usually wear that, but for this occasion I wore 
it, because I’m real proud about wearing it. 


Icame into the Marine Corps as an artilleryman. I wasn’t happy about that, I'll tell 
you quite up front. I went to Vietnam as an artilleryman, as a forward observer and later as 
a fire direction officer and then back as a forward observer. And | served with the 3rd 
Battalion. 9th Marines in the Republic of Vietnam. 


My second tour I wasn’t really associated with artillery, but I wish I had the stuff 
around. I was in trouble, but that’s another story. | was commander of a battalion of 
artillery, the 5th Battalion 10th Marines, , and I took command of the 2nd Marine Division, 
only one of three divisions in of the Marine Corps, active duty; and under that, when I had 
that position, I also had a regiment of artillery under my command. So I feel like an 


artilleryman. I feel like I’m in among friends, and it is really a pleasure to be here to talk 
about artillery business. 


But the real joy about being here is talking about traditions. And that’s what this 
organization is all about, but the organization on this side of the Atlantic and the 


organization on the other side of the Atlantic. It is talking about traditions and how 
Important traditions are. 


You know, you kind of think about it, and you say, well, Marines. sometimes you 
guys are a little bit hidebound on tradition. You are absolutely right, and for a reason, 
because traditions are really important to us. 


The traditions of the Marine Corps birthday, each year on November 18th, since 
1775, have been celebrating our birthday. We celebrate it because we want to remember, 
we want to reflect and we want to rededicate ourseles to the things that those young men 


and women that were Marines from years ago served us so well and served us with such 
distinction. 


Just like this company, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts, it is important to you, the traditions. Just like the Honourable Artillery 
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Company from London, it is important to you, your traditions. Each and every time we 
think about the traditions that we all stand for, it's important to us, and it will always be 
important to us. 


Not two weeks ago I had the opportunity to stand beside the USS Constitution 
over here behind us, and at that time I asked 19 young men and women to raise their right 
hand and repeat the oath of office for coming into the military, whether it be the Navy or the 
Marine Corps. A week ago Friday I was in Annapolis, and 157 United States Marine second 
lieutenants stood up and took the oath of office from me to join the United States Marine 
Corps. 937 soldiers, sailors and Marines actually were in the class, and they took the oath 
of office from the other respective services. 


But I raised my right hand and I said, “Repeat after me. Do you solemnly swear 
that you will support and defend the Constitution of the United States against all enemies, 
foreign and domestic. and you will bear true faith and allegiance to the same, and that you 
take this obligation freely, without any mental reservation or purpose of evasion, and you 
will well and faithfully discharge the duties of the office which you are about to enter, so 
help you God?” 


The Constitution, without any mental reservation, so help you God, those are the 
types of things that the people in this audience take and believe in day in and day out. 


And that’s what is really important about this whole nation, about the U.K., about 
the United States. That's what is important about being here tonight, and I think that’s 
something that we should all be very proud about. 


(Applause) 


People ask why the Marines celebrate a birthday and cut a cake and make a big 
deal on the 10th of November. The same question could be asked about why you folks get 
into these uniforms and parade down the streets of Boston. Because we're proud of what 
our heritage was, what the traditions that we represent are all about. 


People will ask about why do Marines recognize the oldest and youngest Marine 
during that birthday ceremony, just like they'll ask, why do you have all these toasts to both 
the Queen of England, the President of the United States and to the Armed Services. The 
reason and the answer is very simple: because we care about the traditions and history 
which we represent so well, and we care about the people that have gone before us and their 
sacrifice. 


We care about things like honor, about integrity, about dedication, about 
patriotism, about sacrifice and about pride. Those words mean a lot to each and every one 
of us. That’s the reason we’ re here tonight. That's the reason I wear this uniform and I have 
been wearing it for 32 years, because I care about it just like you care about it. 
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And it is important for each and every one of us every now and then just to pause 
to remember, to reflect and to rededicate our efforts as to why we do these things each year, 
every year, and why all of us like to get out every now and then and strut our stuff, because 
that is what is important to us day in, day out. And I would ask you to continue that, that 
same type of feeling, that same type of dedication that you have done day in and day out. 


You know, there is an historic linkage between the Marine Corps and the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. That linkage is Belleau Wood. The 
26th Yankee Division and the 4th Marine Brigade were in Belleau Wood. 1,035 United 
States Marines were killed during the Battle of Belleau Wood. But we beat back the 
Germans five different times, and we did it through fire support from the 26th Yankee 


Division, because they were there when we needed them day in and day out. So there isa 
natural linkage. 


You folks just went back there last year, and you rededicated your effort. You gave 
some money to try to keep the buildings and the monuments and the facilities active and 
alive. My Comman dant went back there one week ago, and he walked upon the fields of 
Belleau Wood. He was there at memorial services. But more importantly, he did those 
three things that I talked about: He remembered, he reflected and he rededicated the 
Marine Corps and all that we stand for, for the young men that gave their lives way back 
when in Belleau Wood. Just like you have given of your time and your money to make sure 
that those monuments and those facilities remain whole and alive for generations to come. 


So it is really — it is unique that we all get together and we talk about what we do 
and why we do it. We can’t explain to some people why we take the time to stop, put on 
these funny uniforms, to get dressed up and to kind of strut our stuff up and down the city 
of Boston. We do it because it is important to us. 


More importantly, it is important to the young men and women that follow after 
ioe Those young men and women that I had raise their right hand and give that oath of 
office, it is important that they understand that and care about their dedication, about their 
Patriotism and about their willingness to sacrifice if in fact it really becomes important. 
That’s the kind of country that we want to make sure that our young men and women come 


into, understand and reflect upon, That’s the kind of country that you and I believe in with 
our whole heart and soul. 


I found a little - right near the end of coming up here, I had some folks look up a 
quote for me, and I thought it was really good. It said, “Ships, men and weapons change, 


but traditions can never be bought nor sold nor created. It is a solid block amidst the 
shifting sands of time.” 
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Traditions are really important. They are important to you, they are important to 
me. They are the reason we are here. And so | want to thank you for inviting me to 
participate in another traditional June Week, as you would call it. You really are important 
tous. You are really important to this country. 


To those that have come across from a long distance, we welcome you. We think 
that you are the sum and substance of what makes a country so great, because you really 
laid the foundation for what made our country so great. To our British allies, I hoist a toast 
to you and to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. Here is to 
your health and welfare. 


ALL: Hear, hear. 
(Standing ovation) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAHONEY: 


I think he might be able to pass the membership committee, do you think? 


You know, what he said was really something to think about. A lot of people don’t 
talk about that. And, you know, for new members that Richard is going to work so hard to 
understand, his words were fantastic about what we do out there, like today. That was great. 


General, I want to present kind of a tradition here in Boston, a Paul Revere bowl, 
and it gives me a great honor for the Ancients to present this to you on behalf of everybody 
here. It was a great speech. 


(Applause) 


At this point I would like to introduce the Chief of Staff, Major General James A. 
Lynch, Jr, Commander 1978 - 1979. 


MAJOR GENERAL LYNCH: 

Captain Commanding. General Neal, distinguished general officers at the head 
table and distinguised guests, general officers on the floor and my comrades and their 
guests and the Honourable Artillery Company of London. 


This is truly an historic experience for us both, because I don’t know of any place 
in the world where an organization 450 years old and one that is 350 years old can come 
together and join in comradeship and love of country and their loyalty to both themselves, 
their nation and what all of those things stand for, and there I’ve been echoing the words of 
General Neal. | know through the years we’ ve een involved in a lot across the sea in trying 
to develop these things. 
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But I would like to just now address my remarks to the Honourable Artillery 
Company. How many here in this room were here in 1963. Would you stand, please. 


(Standing) (Applause) 


FROM THE FLOOR: 
1938. 


MAJOR GENERAL LYNCH: 
Somebody said that I should ask about 1938. 


(Standing) (Applause) 
Henry Maynard. 
(Applause) 
Great. 
1978, would those please stand. 
(Standing) (Applause) 
And of course almost ten years ago, 1988. How many were here’ 
(Standing) (Applause) 
As I look around the room, I see a lot of the members — thank you very much — 


have been here at all of those, and it’s really an inspiring thing. I know that we've gone to 


London, and you have come here, and these visits grow and become more meaningful each 
time. 


I would like to now call upon my dear friend, who I’ve known since the early “60s 
when they first came here in 1963. I met him first in London, and then in 1978 he was here 
when I was Captain Commanding. He came here in 1988 as the Lord Mayor of the City of 
London. He has been in all of the visits, working very hard and a great supporter of the 
relationship between our two companies. 


He is an Aide to the Queen. He holds many other distinguised compliments in the 
Honourable Artillery Company, which I feel is unnecessary to embarrass him, but our 
families - his children have stayed in my home, and our children have gone to his and have 
been entertained. 
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So it is really a great thrill for me to introduce our dear, dear friend, Sir Greville 
Spratt, former Lord Mayor of London. 


(Standing ovation) 


COLONEL SPRATT: 

Gentlemen. May I say first of all that I think it was one of your great American 
diplomats, Adlai Stephenson, who some of you might recall, who said that flattery is a good 
and pleasant thing, but never, never inhale. (Laughter) So I never take notice of what Jim 
says, except that he’s got the most charming wife. 


May I just say and reiterate all that General Richard said, and what a soul-stirring 
speech that was — 


ALL: — Hear, hear. 


COLONEL SPRATT: 

—when he spoke of tradition, and many of us here are very much in vogue with 
tradition, and we believe in it. And I think one should remember that tradition must never 
be a shackle to the past: it’s always got to be a handrail to the future. And remember that, 
because I think it means a lot. 


(Applause) 


I never take very much notice of what Jim says about me, unless of course he says 
it to my wife Shelagh, who can’t be here. I think it was again Mark Twain, your great 
American author, who said, “A man can live a month on one compliment,” and Jim has 
certainly given me that. But may I say as far as the HAC of London, the compliments you 
have given us, if Mark Twain is right, you have ensured us of immortality, and we are so 
grateful to you yet again for this outstanding hospitality which you always show to us and 
thie great friendship. 


ALL: — Hear, hear. 


COLONEL SPRATT: 

I have got here a gift from the HAC to the Ancients here in Massachusetts. It is 
interesting, and I think your curator has already got his beedy eye upon what I’m going to 
give you. But I have here six medallions or six medals, including one that was given on 
commemorating the 60th anniversary of the Diamond Jubilee of Queen Victoria. They are 
all 1896. And it would give us all great pleasure if you, the Ancients, would accept it from 
us to go into your museum, and I hope you will always recall those happy memories which 
we've always shared with you. 


(Applause) 
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CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAHONEY: Greville. on behalf of the Ancients, I would 
like to accept this. Queen Victoria was very gracious in accepting the Ancients in 1896 
when she threw a reception and sent the royal family to greet the Ancients, and we 
celebrated that trip when we went over there this year, and again the HAC responded. This 
is quite a very nice gift, and it is going to, I think, enhance our museum greatly. 


I have something in return for you. It is a lantern from the North Church, an 
authentic lantern. They say it is one like Paul Revere waved across the channel into 
Charlestown to say that the British are coming. Well, we're damn glad you came this time. 


(Laughter) 


COLONEL SPRATT: 

Well, I can’t thank the past Commander too much for this wonderful lantern. I 
think maybe it would have done us a bit of good if it had swung a bit and the light had gone 
out. 


(Laughter) (Standing ovation) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAHONEY: 4 
Ladies and gentlemen, please give your attention to the Adjutant for the Fifth 
Regular Toast, the City of Boston. 


ADJUTANT MOORE: 

, Ladies and gentlemen, please rise. To our comrades from across the pond, it is our 
Sincere hope that you are enjoying our city, for as it was just said, it is a city whose light 
shines brightly, a city upon a hill. May it live forever. 


The City of Boston. 
ALL: Hear, hear. 


ADJUTANT MOORE: 
Please be seated. 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAHONEY: 
In response to the toast, I would like to introduce Thomas Materazo, 
Commissioner Boston Veteran Services. 


(Applause) 
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COMMISSIONER MATERAZO: 

Thank you very much. While I was sitting down there and I was listening to 
General Neal, it occurred to me that the guns that he was talking about being brought from 
Ticonderoga were actually brought to the hometown of your 279th Captain Commanding, 
Paul Tierney, who was right over somewhere. 


(Applause) 


Well, on behalf of Mayor Menino, I would like to respond to the toast of the City 
of Boston by echoing his sentiments towards the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company, and he asked me to express his thanks for your continued willingness to 
participate in many of the events that are sponsored by the City of Boston. 


Now, just ten days ago, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company were the 
honor color guard of many color guards at a ceremony in Veterans Memorial Park in the 
Fenway; and it was a double header, because your Maestro John Shea supplied the music 
for that event. 


(Applause) 


And let me add as special feature, we are very proud that we were able to name 
that park the Sergeant Charles A. MacGillivary Veterans Memorial Park in honor of one of 
the Ancient and Honorables. 


(Applause) 


So let me again express the thanks of Mayor Menino and a wish for a long and 
continued relationship. Thank you very much. 


(Applause) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAHONEY: 
Thank you, Tom. 


Gentlemen, please give your attention to the Adjutant for the Sixth Regular Toast, 
the Honourable Artillery Company of London, 


ADJUTANT MOORE: 

Ladies and gentlemen, please rise and raise your glasses for the Sixth Regular Toast of the 
evening. I have heard it said much these last few days, and once again this evening several 
have come by here, “Down-to-earth guys, * “Nice guys, “ “My kind of guys, * “They’re just 
like us.” 
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Brotherhood, shoulder to shoulder. It’s been tremendous having you here with us.

CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAHONEY: 
To respond to the toast, a fellow I’ve gotten to know very well and admire, Major 
Fergus Falk, vice-president and civil chief. 


MAJOR FALK: 


Captain Paul, good evening, and Captain Dick. congratulations on your assuming 
office. 


Ilike you. I like you a lot. And we have every good reason to like you a lot. Itis 
an honor for me as an artilleryman, as General Neal said, to reply to this toast on behalf of 
the H onourable Artillery Company. 


Tbring you the greetings from all ranks of the Honourable Artillery Company, first 
and most important of all from the Colonel Commandant General Sir Michael Wilks, who 
entertained you when you were in London in October and is very sorry he can’t be here 
tonight. As I said, | give you greetings from all ranks in the Honourable Artillery Company, 
from the pikemen and musketeers who are here today — and I think you will agree with me 
they performed outstandingly in the parade this afternoon. 


(Applause) 


Talso bring you greetngs from the light cavalry and from the veterans, of which 1 
am one, led so ably by Sir Greville Spratt, whom you have already heard from this evening. 
the first time in the history of the Company that a former Lord Mayor of London has 
marched in your parade, though rumor has it there may be another one fairly soon. 


But above all I want to ring you greetings from the active unit which I have the 
honor to represent here tonight at this toast. The active units are the jewel in our crown, and 
by God they merit it, They are just about to go off to Bosnia for the first time that the 
Honourable Artillery Company has been mobilized since the Second World War, and as | 
stand here, that evening is just about to take place, sending a patrol of six people to Bosnia 
for the peacekeeping role that was talked about in the service this afternoon. 


(Applause) 
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It is an honor and it was an honor to entertain you in London, and we are very 
privileged that you allowed us to do it. It was also an honor and a privilege to entertain 
Mayor Menino, and I think he enjoyed his evening with us with his lovely wife Angela and 
his entourage. So do come again as individuals, if there isn’t another opportunity for a year 
or two for us all to get together en masse. 


Paul, you have had a marvelous year. As I said to you last night in the Captain’s 
speech at the Captain *s dinner, I think you are almost a legend in your own lifetime. You 
have had an outstanding year, and I do wish Dick luck, because he has got a very, very 
difficult act to follow. 


Your hospitality has been superb on every conceivable occasion. We have had 
lunch parties and breakfast parties and dinnr parties. 1’m only grateful that you didn’t invite 
us to a tea party. 


(Laughter) 


We won the shooting, we won the raffle, but you have word our hearts and minds and 
affection by your hospitality, your generosity, and above all your unfailing good humor. 


I was asked this afternoon as we were marching whether we were part of a blazer 
convention. We may have looked like that. That was a mistake. But make no mistake, 
gentlemen, the warmth of your friendship is appreciated by all ranks of the Honourable 
Artillery Company. You came here in 1638 as our daughter regiment, but you have now 
become our firm friends. We forgive you for having taken such a long time to get around 
to do so. 


(Laughter) 
You can choose your friends. You can’t choose your relatives. So I suppose you 
had to look around first to see if there are any others better. I can assure you that you 


couldn’t have any better friends than us. Try us and you will see. 


Boston is a wonderful city, but it is the people who make it, and you, the Ancients, 
are the best of all. Thank you very much. 


(Applause) 


I wish the new team every possible suce as I've already said. You have a hard 
act to follow. God bless you all. Thank you very much. 


(Standing ovation) 
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CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAHONEY:

Good evening. I’m here tonight representing Colonel Edward Russell. who can’t 


be here because he is at Ft. Benning with Ecco Battery 101st Field Artillery. They are 80 of 


the finest civilian artillerymen in this state. They are also preparing for deployment to 
Bosnia. They leave in about four days. 


(Applause) 


General Neal, General Vezina. General Neal, I also wear the order of St. Barbara. 
I thank you for wearing yours tonight. St. Barbara is also deep in tradition, as is what we're 
about to do. 


The proud tradition of the highest ranking officer in the active military, active 
artillery, in the State of Massachusetts presenting shells to the outgoing Commander and 
the incoming Second Lieutenant has been a tradition to this community for many years. 
And it is a pleasure tonight, as the Executive Officer, that I have the opportunity to meet 
with Captain Paul Mahoney and present to him this shell. 


This is being presented to Captain Paul J. Mahoney, Captain Commanding 1996- 
1997, on behalf of the work you have done for the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company. Thank you. (Applause) 


Lieutenant Joseph Benoit. Sir, this is presented to you on behalf of your journey 
to command. So congratulations on a heck of a job yet to go. 


(Applause) 


LIEUTENANT BENOIT: 
Thank you, 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING MAHONEY: : 
Thank you very much. That is greatly appreciated. A great presentation. 


Can we have Captain John J. Riley, Jr., Senior Past Commander come up. 


(Applause) 


CAPTAIN RILEY: 

Captain Commanding, Medal of Honor recipients, distinguished members of the 
head table, reverend clergy, distinguished comrades from the Honourable Artillery 
Company of London, and comrades all. This evening the theme of tradition has been 


stressed. The motto of the Society of Past Commanders states, “Set a watch lest old 
traditions fail.” 
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Captain Mahoney. during his watch, maintained those traditions with military 
precision. Witness the 100th anniversary Fall Tour of Duty to London where we joined 
with the members of our parent company, the HAC, and participated with them in many 
military functions. Over a period of five years, Captain Paul planned this trip, and it was 
executed in a manner that has made our proud company very thankful. It was my pleasure 


to have attended that fall tour of duty and to have met so many of my friends from the HAC 
that I’ve known from many years. 


We then went on to France to Chatteau-Thierry and Belleau Wood where the 
Company helped to rededicate the reconstructed town church, and again the military aspect 
of this trip was outstanding. 


We then traveled to Ireland. That was the fun part of our trip, and we did enjoy it 
because it was a respite from the many military functions we were obliged to participate in 
previously in France and England. 


In addition, Captain Paul planned and executed many functions throughout the 
year, the last being our recent trip to the Air Force Academy, the Falcon Air Base and 
Cheyenne Mountain in Colorado Springs. This was the most informative military trip I 
have ever taken in my life, and thank you, Paul. 


Captain Paul. it is indeed a pleasure for me to present to you the miniature gorget 
which is given by the company to just a few who have been lucky enough to have been 
elected Captain Commanding. With your approval, I will now place this gold gorget 
around your neck. Wear it. as we do, in pride.

Sam talks to us in Latin at the standing committee meeting. That's another thing I 


have, four years and I don’t know what the hell he is saying. Any many other staff. Where 
are my sergeants? 


(Standing) 
Did they doa good job or what? 
(Applause) 
My sergeants, when I was first Sergeant in ‘90, ‘91, which a lot of them were here 
when they did form themselves as Team Mahoney and got a few beers into me at the 
Escadrille, talked me into running for Second Lieutenant. They went out and pushed and 


got me elected, But anyway, it was a great — it was great fun, a great undertaking. I'm 
glad I did it. One year is enough. 


(Laughter) 
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You almost start five years ahead. I was in London certainly five years ago. I 
think I went about ten times, and I don’t regret a minute of it. That was great. 


But I want to recognize a couple of my children here. Peter and Paul. 
(Applause) 

And my friend Eddie Miller here. 
(Applause) 

My photographer, Don Madden. 
(Applause) 

My friend Phil Sergeant with me. And certainly on the finance committee, Angelo 

Sciarratta. I wanted to say that Angelo and | went way back about when we were sergeants, 


and we put him in every damn job that nobody wanted, and he did it, and he is still doing it 
for the finance committee and everything else, and the poor bastard just keeps going. 


(Applause) 
Where is John Mariano? 
(Applause) 
And if | — I know I missed some of you and I'm sorry, but I think I had better 


continue on at this point. But I just want to — I said, “What the hell should I talk about 
tonight?” Somebody said, “Recap the year a little bit.” 


I couldn't have done anything without these people I just mentioned. But just to 
recap a little bit, because I think it was kind of a different year, and I know most of you are 
probably familiar with it, a few aren't, but I think it might be something to think about in 
the future, the Ancients a little bit. 


I tried to do a few things a little bit different, and there have certainly been pros and 
cons, but I think we worked things out pretty well. 
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We started, of course, with the traditional June pretrip, and I had the distinct honor 
and pleasure to be presented to the Queen when I was over there, because we were able to 
coordinate it at the time with the 8th Honourable Artillery Company Flank Company Ball.

And we went to Cambridge to the cemetery, and Duxford. And I don‘t know how 
many hours I was up, something like 36 hours or something, but, hey. that’s what you do. 
That’s what these guys are doing over here. They have a short time here, and I know some 
of those active fellow, like Simon and that, they’re out there. 


(Laughter) 


Anyway, that was the first trip, the regular trip. Then we did something a little 
different. The 4th of July, I said it is traditional that the Captain reads the Declaration of 
Independence. That’s kind of a unique experience. For you fellows from England, you 
Stand at the Old State House and read the Declaration of Independence. Well, usually 
Boston is full of Japanese tourists at that time, and they listen to you, and they think we're 
declaring war on England again. 


(Laughter) 


Fortunately I had it laminated, and I held onto it through the wind and I got 
through it somehow, 


But I said, Hey, whoever marched in the parade, I’ll throw a party for you down at 
my garden center down in Falmouth on Cape Cod. We got a good response. And the boys 
cooked up a big roast. They had to start at 6:30 in the morning. I was a big deal. It was 
really great. And we had a great response. 


And we went from the big roast at the garden center in the afternoon, went over to 
my house on the water, We looked across to the Vineyard and saw some guy named Clinton 
who seemed to be vacationing. And we had a great time watching the fireworks. We hada 
few beers, of course — we’re very good at that — and we had a great time. And that was 
the first time we kind of invited — I invited those who marched, and I invited those, their

wives and their kids. and they brought their families, like John Mariano. He said it was 
great, the kids loved it. And that was a little bit different. That was the first thing. 


Then we went on to — we did a cruise to Bermuda on the Royal Majesty. That’s 
ahell of a ship, even though it did run aground, not when we were on it. And it was a family 
cruise, if they wanted. It was even a kids’ cruise. And we had a great participation on it, I 
think 40 to 50. 


And we went down there to St. George's, and I was fortunate to have some really 
great Ancients along like Eddie Langley, and we got talking, “While we're here, let’s do a 
commemoration.” And we talked to the powers that be there, and they were very grateful. 
We did a dedication ceremony and laid a wreath at one of their memorials, and they were 
very, very appreciative of their veterans in the World Wars. It was a big deal to them. That 
was just another little thing that I think it went over big. 


And they we had a deal at Loon Mountain. I said, Well, I have a ski houe in New 
Hampshire, and we had the gathering of the clans. And this thing has been going on for 
about 20 years, and I hadn’t been to it for a while, even though I did have a place up there.

Then of course the big one. We were ready. We were prepared. We went to 
London. You guys met us. You looked after us. You received us at Armory House. A lot 
of you took the fellows around, like Martin Dodd did with a broken down wreck. I was 
kidding about it. He apologized to me the other day. But he rented a van that croaked. I 
said, that was okay. because actually, we got to know some of the other fellows better just 
sitting around talking to them a while until it got fixed. Probably we would have been out 
looking at garden centers, you know. 
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But what they did over there was fantastic. you know. A lot of you fellows that 
don’t take the time maybe to realize what they — and think about the hospitality that they 
have done, they did it a hundred years ago, and they repeated it now. If you read your 
history a little bit — I find them maybe not as quick as we are joking and that. They listen 
to what you say. But when they say something, and they mean it. they are sincere. And 
when they like you, like Greville Spratt says and Fergus Falk, they like you and they really 
do things for you. And that’s what they did. 


great ceremony in Cambridge, the only

Then we went to Duxford Air Force Base and saw the replica where — which was 
an American base at the time that they loaned it to us in World War II]. And we had the 
Opportunity to see some old planes there and the whole new American Air Museum, 


And of course we responded by our sergeants inviting them to hospitality parties, 
which turned out pretty nice, I guess. 


Then we went on to the Eurostar, which was brand new, the Eurostar, went to 
Paris, going about, I don’t know, 50, 60 miles an hour through the English countryside, 
through the nice little villages, 20 minutes under the Chunnel and then it picks up a new 
track going through Brittany, France, [ believe, and going 180 miles an hour. And, boy, 
what an experience that was, fantastic. First class, three hours from station to station. It 
takes less time than getting through the airports and everything. 


And we had a great time in France, a great time in Paris. And I think everybody 
can attest to how friendly the French were to us and what they did for us at Belleau, and it 
Was reciprocated. And we’ ve already heard the stories about the monument and the church 
and what we did at Chatteau-Thierry and Iron Mike and the church and memorial that 
became part of the American Battlefields Commission of this church. 


T think that’s a great thing for the Ancients. I don’t think it ever got publicized or 
anything that much, but maybe someone will pick it up somewhere along the line, that one 
of the things that we can do is, we are can-do people when we want to do and we get out and 
do together and work together, which we need to do a little more than we did this year. We 
need better cooperation between some of these factions in the Ancients that are ridiculous, 


I won’t dwell on that. You know what I’m talking about. We need to work together 
etter. 
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Anyway, then we came back from — well, we went to Paris. We had 145 in 
London, I think it dropped down to about 105 in Paris, and then it dropped to 45 in Ireland.

Went right to the waterside of the 
Sheraton, second biggest harbor in the world, home base of the Canadian naval forces, 
which is their main military force.

We were able to get out to my hunting lodge and have a reenactment of a—I think 
it was the 84th Regiment of Foot, a Canadian outfit that fought with the British at Yorktown 
and never surrendered and had to get their way back to Canada. But they were in the kilts 
and the red coats, and they fired their muskets, and they had a cannon there. 


And then the rest of us stayed up there to do hunting, because it is a hunting lodge, 
big game and deer. It was funny, because the guys came up the next day, a couple of guys, 
and they said - I hear them talking at dinner one of those nights —"Geez, 1 don ‘ 
understand what the hell happened here. There is no sign of deer now fora couple of days. ; 
We said, “Would a cannon make a difference? We fired a cannon here.” The deer kind of 
took off for a couple of days, but then they came back. 


So here again, a little bit different, a little nice, a little something. Then we come 
back and after Christmas we had the Captain’s party at Bobby Murray's Escadrille uy 
Burlington. He was so gracious to let us take over the whole place. The food was fantastic. 
The camaraderie was great. The ladies were invited. It think it has helped a little bit, you 
know, a lot of the wives have gotten to know each other a little better and understand a little 
more that the Ancients can be fun. | think it helps in the membership.

SOCIETY OF PAST COMMANDERS 
ONE HUNDRED AND SIXTH ANNIVERSARY DINNER 
17 SEPTEMBER 1996 


This day the Past commanders of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company gathered at the Westin 
Hotel in Copley Square, Boston to celebrate their 106th anniversary. The meeting was called to order 
by the President, Colonel John F. McNulty and each member and their guest was introduced to the 
gathering. Part of the business of the evening waas the elction of Captain Roy S. Chase, SrPC into the 
Society. Among the invited guests was Captain Commanding Paul J. Mahoney. 

The Society of Past Commanders was formed in 1890 froma Committee of “15” to celebrate the 250th 
Anniversary of the Company. Most of these committeemen were Past 

Commanders. 

The speaker of the evening was Captain Edward M. Burns whose talk was: “The Role of the Ancients 
during the Revolution. 


The Role of the Ancients During the Revolution 


Address delivered by Capt. Ed Burns to the Society of Past Commanders at their ann zal dinner meeting 
of September 17th, 1996 at Boston's Westin Hotel. 


Your Excellency, Captain Mahoney, Distinguished Past Commanders, Reverend Clergy. 
Honored Guests: 


My name is Capt. Ed Burns and I am the guest of Past Commander Jack McNulty. 


To put our grand company and our sacred Fanueil Hall into the context of the times of the 
middle 1770's in Boston, we would have to keep in mind the development of events vis-A-vis the royal 
government. 
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Most everyone agrees that the beginning of the end of peaceful acquiescence to royal 
governance occurred on the night of March 5th, 1770 with the mob riot known everafter as the Boston 
Massacre. On that night, the then lieutenant-governor Thomas Hutchinson stepped out onto the same 
balcony each of you men has stood on when you each delivered the recitation of the Declaration of 
Independence. On the night of the Boston Massacre, Lt. Goy. Hutchinson implored the agitated mob to 
go home, “Murder will not go unpunished”, he promised, “the law will have its course”. Boston's 
elected selectmen circulated in the crowd below, giving the same message - go home. While the people 
did disperse, within a few days those same elected Boston selectmen paid the Lt. Gov. a formal visit and 
demanded that the British soldiers, all of them, go home to England. Hutchinson didn’t want to do that, 
but he did move the troops to Castle William, which is, of course, now called Ft. Independence on Castle 
Island in South Boston. That calmed things fora while, but the Bostonians opposed to royal governance, 
the Whigs, used it as an occasion to deliver an annual oration on the Sth of March. This annual 5th of 
March address is recorded as a company event in our records of the early years of the 1770"s and by our 
presence we announced our support for the colony’s self-determination. 


For the next two years, things seemed peaceful enough from an economic perspective, but 
Hutchinson always seemed to be at odds with the Governor’s Council and the legislature. Interestingly, 
the biggest squabble was over who would pay the salaries of the governor and the judges. Up to then, 
the colony paid. But when the king of England said that the crown will be responsible for those salaries, 
an uproar ensued. Any chairman of ways and means, or anyone who has ever dealt with a chairman of 
ways and means, knows that whoever pays the piper calls the tune. So we had the perverse situation of 
the Massachusetts Bay Colony insisting on more taxes. One might say that the new slogan was 
“Representation without taxation is tyranny!” 


Hutchinson, not being much of a diplomat, believed in playing the game of brinkmanship, ie. 
putting everything on the line over little troubles. When he told the General Court that there was no room 
for debate, that it was either silent acquiescence to the king, or war, the General Court was not cowered 
into submission. They said, in effect, “OK, if that’s the way it’s gotta be”. 

Soon thereafter, in the middle of 1773, Benjamin Franklin got a hold of confidential 
communications sent from Royal Govemor Hutchinson to the royal ministers in London. Hutchinson 
had exaggerated the level of rebellion in Boston and had asked the king to send troops to repress the 
inhabitants. Franklin sent those letters to Sam Adams who called a public meeting to be held at Fanueil 
Hall, where the Governor's double-dealing was announced to the citizens of Boston and throughout the 
colony. This was one of many meetings at Fanueil Hall that made it the target of British suppression. 
The tumult was so pervasive that the legislature voted to ask the king to remove Hutchinson, and his 
brother-in-law, the Lt. Governor, by the overwhelming vote of | 01 to5. Inresponse, the British imposed 
the Tea Act, which favored only a few designated merchants, including the Governor’s two sons, and 
which was calculated to bankrupt John Hancock. On December 16th of 1773 was the Boston Tea Party, 
and things would never be the same again. 


Hutchinson was recalled to England, to be replaced by General Gage and his troops. Before 
Hutchinson left, he prorogued the General Court, which was never to meet again under a royal charter. 
When Gen. Gage arrived on Long Wharf, at the foot of State Street, he brought with him 1500 troops. 
Later as many as 7,000 British soldiers occupied our fair city. Public meetings were outlawed. So the 
Ancients couldn’t meet, lawfully. Citizens of Boston were ordered to turn in their arms, and the place 
selected for the British army’s receipt of weapons was our headquarters, Fanueil Hall. Our company’s 
guns were taken. Our armory was tumed into a barracks for the English troops. The large meeting hall 
became a theater for the entertainment of those occupying forces. After the June anniversary of 1774, 
the company’s meetings were suspended, on account of so many members being in the service of Gen. 
Washington’s continental army. The school of the soldier was temporarily closed, the battlefields of the 
Revolution being the classroom. Regular, open meetings of the company were not resumed until 1782. 
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Throughout the Revolutionary War the company’s members served as individuals in the 
Continental Army. William Dawes. former company clerk, rode with Paul Revere. Four of your 
number, that is, previous captains of this company, achieved the rank of Major General under George 
Washington. A small number of our membership, estimated at about 10 per cent, remained loyal to the 
crown, and left Boston with Gage on the Evacuation of March 17th, 1776. 


In 1777, a McCarthyite committee was established to indict certain residents thought to be 
“inimical to the States of America’, 29 such persons were named, including two Ancients. They were 
tried by a specially appointed jury of six, three of whom were Ancients. So we had the confusion of 
Ancients trying other Ancients. No record of the outcome can be found. 


In 1778 the Assembly created a list of 300 persons not to be permitted to retum to 
Massachusetts because they had joined with the enemy. Of this number of loyalists, only the names of 
seven or our men can be found. 


Comwallis’ sword of surrender was received by another of your number, past captain 
commanding Benjamin Lincoln, one of Washington's major generals. The following spring, the 
Boston newspapers carried this public notice: 


The Surviving Members of the ancient and honorable Artillery Company are hereby notified 
that their Meeting stands adjourned to Monday the 17th of June, (1782) at 5 o'clock p.m., then to meet 
atthe American Coffee House - at which time and place the members are requested to give their punctual 
attendance, to receive the report of their Committee on Matters of Importance to the Company. 


It wasn’t long before we were again called upon by our commander in chief. It was October, 
1786 when his excellency Goy. John Hancock ordered our force, fighting as a unit, to join with the 
Independent Light Infantry, and together were to suppress Daniel Shays and his rebellion, which sought 
toclose down the Supreme Court of Massachusetts and the various county courts. 


Past Captain Commanding Benjamin Lincoln, hero of Yorktown, had no difficulty. Mr. 
Shays and his rebellion were soon crushed. 


Thope you have enjoyed this recapitulation. Credit for it research goes to our curator, Dr. John 
McCawley. Thank you for the privilege of being in your midst, and thank you to Capt. John McNulty 
for inviting me.

TO NOVA SCOTIA 


NOVEMBER 8TH - 11TH, 1996

commemorate Veterans Day in Nova Scotia. 


Leaving Boston by plane at 3:30 PM, the party arrived in Halifax at 6:10 in the evening and 
were lodged in the Sheraton Halifax for three nights. 


The group was treated to a tour of the City of Halifax, including the Citadel. On December 
6, 1917 Halifax Harbor was the scene of a horrifying explosion of 

an ammunition ship. The explosion killed 2000 people. The Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts sent $750,000 in money and goods for the relief of Halifax. Every year the 
citizens of Halifax send a Christmas tree to Boston in thanks for the help. 


On the second day the group made a trip to Lunenberg for lunch and then a trip to Captain 
Mahoney’s Lodge and Tree farm. 


On Saturday at 2:00PM the Ancients gathered at the Soldiers Monument in the Citadel in 
Halifax and laid a wreath at its base. Veteran Day is called Remembrance Day in Canada

THREE HUNDRED AND FIFTY-NINTH ANNUAL RECORD 


MILITARY MUSEUM AND LIBRARY COMMITTEE 
ANNUAL REPORT TO THE COMPANY 


The members of this committee for 1996-1997 are LT Paul Carr, Chairman: CPT Charles 
P. Forman; CPT Edmund J. Rainsford; LT Arthur R. Smith, Jr.. Secretary and CPT Richard 
D. Armstrong, Jr. 


The Committee voted to remove the 1896 photograph/painting of the Ancients from the 
Armory to the third floor landing of the Building. This is the first phase of a program to 
have something to represent the Ancients on every floor of this Building. including a 
mannequin of an Ancient in uniform on the ground floor. 


We received a grant from the Massachusetts Society of the Cincinnati to buy a computer. 
This computer will help to catalog the museum artifacts, archival material and the library 
eventually will have a fully automated on-line system. 


Through the generosity of other organizations and the Company itself we have been able to 
begin a program to modernize our cabinets. The Massachusetts Military Historical Society 
gave us a grant to have the two drum cabinets built. They are also willing to help to improve 
the bowl cabinet. Groups within have come forward to help us build more cabinets to help 
improve both the efficienty and attractiveness of the Museum. 


The conservation program continues with the last phase of the sword conservation. We 
now have approximately 42 swords restored to their original condition. In addition we are 
in the process of having the tunic of Major George H. Maynard who is one of our holders 
of the Medal of Honor. When finished the tunic and his medal of honor will be displayed 
in a cabinet on the north side of the Armory. 


We still continue through the curator to service the genealogical requests from people 
around the world. Most of the information concern s our earlier members of the Company. 
We service about 60 to 70 people a year. 


The outside world has discovered the treasures we have here. Pilgrim Hall in Plymouth 
requested the use of our painting “The First Thanksgiving” for an exhibit on thanksgiving. 
The request was for use of the painting for a year, we allowed six months. 

Florentine Films requested the use of our paingint “Destruction of Tea” for the film 
“Thomas Jefferson” We receie many requests for information, materials or guidelines 
during the year. The Christian Science Monitor used our painting of “The Battle of 
Lexington Green” to highlight an article about the Revolutionary War. 


We are working with some members of the Honourable Artillery Company on an exchange 
program to have a complete set of medal and ribbons on all those occasions in which both 
Companies met both here in Boston and in London. 
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The Company has been represented in Boston by the Curator who was invited to become a 
member of the Freedom Trail Task Force Committee. This Committee is charged with 
making the trail more accessible and interesting; a benefit to the Ancients. He is also a 
member of the Boston Public Library Continuing Education Committee which is charged 
to find ways to make private libraries like ours to access all regional libraries, another 
benefit to the Ancients. 


The Century Box of the Company has been inspected and found intact and secure. The safe 
deposit box has also been inspected and all contents accounted for.
